This new ap- 
propriation should enable Idaho 
to take advantage of some of the 
federal funds under the Library 
Services Act, and to make real 
progress in improving library ser- 
vice in rural areas.

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Legislative Committee Report 


The ISLA Legislative Committee 
presents this brief account of ac- 
tivities preceding the appropria- 
tion by the Legislature of $75,000 
for the State Traveling Library 
which will be matched with 
$40,000 in federal funds. 


On October 17 the State Board 
requested the pre-legislative bud- 
get committee for $75,000 for the 
State Traveling Library. On Oc- 
tober 20 the ISLA officers and 
State Library Board members had 
a joint meeting and heard the re- 
port of Mrs. Olive Bess and Mrs. 
Glenn Balch on the Sacramento 
Conference on the Federal aid reg- 
ulations to the states for rural 
library services. On November 21 
the pre-legislative budget commit- 
tee recommended $29,500 for the 
State Traveling Library which was 
not an increase over the current 
budget. On December 10 at the 
Governor’s hearing the Chairman 
of the State Library Board and the 
Legislative Chairman of ISLA 
changed the request for $75,000 
to $125,000 to qualify for the maxi- 
mum Federal funds. The Governor 
in his message to the Legislature 
on January 8 recommended the 
$125,000 appropriation for the 
State Traveling Library. February 
15 at the joint hearing of the 
Senate appropriation and House 
finance hearing, representatives at- 
tended from City Library Boards 
of Trustees, ISLA, Boise Junior 
League, Idaho Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, American Association 
of University Women, Congress of 
PTA, Idaho State Home Demon- 
stration Council, Idaho State 
American Legion, Idaho Federa- 
tion of Labor, and Idaho State 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 


Letters and telegrams were sent 
by the Idaho Education Association 
and other organizations going on 
record as favoring the appropria- 
tion. March 1 a bill was introduced 
by the joint committee recom- 
mending $75,000. The Senate 
passed the bill on March 12 with 
two nays. The following day March 
13 the House passed the bill with 
12 nays. 


Excellent editorials in favor of 
the appropriation were printed in 
the LEWISTON TRIBUNE, the 
NAMPA FREE PRESS, and the 
IDAHO DAILY STATESMAN. 
There may have been others of 
which we were not aware. 


An Idaho State Library Planning 
Committee was organized by the 
joint efforts of the State Library 
Board and the ISLA Legislative 
Committee. County Advisors were 
appointed in each county and the 
first meeting was held in Boise on 
January 18 with Miss Eleanor 
Stevens, State Librarian of Oregon 
as speaker. The Advisors and their 
committees and local librarians 
worked very hard in their counties 
asking people to inform their rep- 
resentatives in the Legislature of 
the library needs of their counties. 
Bulletins were mailed to aii li- 
brarians and advisors. By working 
together and forming committees 
of Friends of the Library groups, 
librarians and lay people can lay 
plans for better library services 
all over the State. It is my hope 
the fine cooperation I have had 
from people all over the State will 
continue to grow and develop into 
a strong statewide organization.

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An Analysis of the Public Libraries 
In Idaho 


This report is a very brief an- 
alysis of income, expendiures and 
circulation activities of the fifty- 
eight public libraries which are 
currently active in Idaho. 


As some of the information given 
on the questionnaires was not com- 
plete there are slight discrepancies; 
- but the over-all picture would not 


be changed a great deal by any 
additional corrections in monetary 
or circulation figures. 

The following table is an income 
and expense analysis and should 
be helpful in analyzing the needs 
of libraries in varicus areas of the 
state if a demonstration rrogram 
should be started in the near fu- 
ture.

The total income for the fifty- 
eight libraries was $357,964 and 
expenditures amounted to $342,482. 
Of this amount the ten largest li- 
braries spent a total of $260,430 
while the remaining libraries spent 
a total of $82,052. Top outlay was 
Boise with $65,9C00 and the lowest 
the new Spirit Lake library with 
$6. 

Volumes circulated by the fifty- 
six libraries giving full statistics 
amounted to 1,291,938 of which the 
major ten libraries circulated 
937,520 and the remaining forty- 
six circulated 354,418.

It has been estimated through 
the recent survey made that ap- 
proximately 298,280 readers are 
being reached by libraries in the 
state; and based on an estimated 
population of 630,000 persons it 
means that half of the people in 
the state are stil: without library 
service. 

Inventories of the libraries in 
the state on June 30, 1956 
amounted to 562,714 volumes of 
which the ten major libraries con- 
tributed 327,547 volumes. 

There is still much to be done

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ALA NEWS 


Hearings were completed last 
month by the House Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee on passing the 
full authorization of $7,500,000 for 
the Library Services Act for 1957- 
58. At the solicitation of ISLA 
members, Representative Gracie 
C. Pfost appeared before this sub- 
committee and testified as ito 
Idaho’s great need for the full 
amount. She also put into the rec- 
crd the full report of the hearings 
held before the Idaho Legislature 
Committee, which met earlier this 
year to decide what to recommend 
as a budget for the State Traveling 
Library. It is hoped that the sub- 
committee will recommend the full 
amount, since ALA’s Washington 
office director reports that “the 
hearing on the twenty-eighth was 
a very friendly one.”

High School Library during this 
school year is something toward 
which we have worked for some 
time. 

Early in the school year for one 
day we cleared the library of all 
regular attendants and for that day 
the librarian taught each freshman 
English class. Subject of each class 
was “How to make the best use of 


our library facilities.” 


As a follow-up, with the very 
fine cooperation of the freshman 
English instructor, we checked on 
the library unit in the English 
workbook which is used as a text 
for the course. Individual help by 
the librarian on all following as- 
signments proved very much 
worthwhile. 


Then to continue or cooperative 


effort, the English instructor asked 
that the librarian build a “reading 
ladder” for each freshman English 
student. It is not necessary to tell 
librarians what a pleasure that 
project proved to be. 

Both the English instructor and 
the librarian are very much en- 
couraged with the added interest 
in reading and in seeing the out- 
come of this guided reading pro- 
gram. If a student wishes to sub- 
stitute for a book on “his” list he 
consults the librarian and usually 
he is convinced the book on his 
list is a good one to read. There are 
times when a substitute is ap- 
proved by the librarian. 

We expect results of this project 
to be evident in a better reading 
program for the next three years 
also.
